In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby

Art. 14. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. j 

Art. 2. To see what action the Town will take in 
relation to Road Commissioners for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
the reports of the several Town Officers. 

Art. 4. To choose Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 5. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of Common 
Schools for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to appropriate for the support of Common 
Schools for the ensuing year. 

Art. 7. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of the Free 
High School for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To see how much money the Town will 
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vote to appropriate forthe support of the Free High 
School for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for fuel and janitor service for 
the High School for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for text books for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 114. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for repairs of school buildings 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for school supplies, (charts, 
crayon, paper, etc.) for the ensuing year. 

Art. 18. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for Labratory supplies for the 
ensuing year.

To the Citizens of Buxton: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of 
the condition and progress of your schools. 

It has given me much encouragement during the 
past year to hear from so many of those most inter- 
ested in education that the schools are now in better 
condition than ever before in the Town’s history. 


Teachers. 

We were able to retain the services of our High 
School teachers and all but five of our common school 
teachers. Four of our new teachers are graduates 
-of Gorham Normal School and one of Farmington 
Normal School. All came well recommended and are 
proving successful as teachers. Every Common 
school teacher holds a State certificate and eleven of 
the twelve are Normal graduates. It would be diffi- 
cult to find, in any town, a harder working, more en- 
thusiastic, better equipped teaching force. 


Teachers’ Club. 

During the year the Buxton Teachers’ Club has 
held meetings monthly. At the beginning of the fall 
term the plan of holding these meetings in different 
sections of the town was begun and has been contin- 
ued with marked success. The first meeting under 
this new plan was held at Bar Mills in the Free Bap- 
tist Church. In the afternoon Miss Nora A. Smith 
gave a most excellent talk on “Story Telling.” In 
the evening addresses were given by Rev. Mr. 
Bradeen and Superintendent Clement. 

At the meeting held at Groveville some _ very

helpful suggestions were given in the discussion of 
the topic, “What Citizens Expect of Our Schools,” led 
by Mr. E. P. Elwell, Mr. 8. B. Shepard, Mr. C. H. Web- 
ster, Mr. Irving Blake and others. 

At Buxton Center a very interesting address was 
given on “The Disciplinary Value of History,’ by 
Principal C. W. Wentworth of Westbrook. Besides 
the special addresses there have been at each meeting 
papers and discussions on various educational topics 
by the teachers. As a whole the meetings have been 
helpful and productive of much interest in the differ- 
ent communities. — 

At Bar Mills supper was served to the teachers 
by the ladies of the Baptist Church; at Groveville 
dinner was served by the Ladies’ League; and at Bux- 
ton Center supper was provided by the teachers and 
friends. This feature has not only been very pleasant 
for the teachers but has also been helpful in bringing 
teachers and citizens in closer touch socially. To 
quote a citizen who had attended a meeting, “It helps 
us to understand the teachers and their work.” 

A misunderstanding has arisen regarding extra 
pay for these meetings. Last year a small amount 
was paid for transporting the teachers to the meet- 
ings. This year it was desired to raise the salaries, 
and, thinking to encourage regular attendance, if was 
arranged that this increase should not be given to 
any teacher failing to attend. This has brought 
about just the end sought. It cannot affect those who 
would attend anyway and proves a potent factor in 
bringing out any who might be neglectful of the 
meetings. 

The value of teachers’ meetings is undisputed by 
those who keep in touch with modern school methods. 
They are urgently advocated by our State Superin- 
tendent and planned for by all progressive superin- 
tendents. It is a noticeable fact also that the teachers

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who are most interested in their regular school work 
are the ones most enthusiastic about teachers’ 
meetings. 

Boys and Girls Fair. 

This year’s fair was the largest and most success- 
ful yet held. It has been under the management of 
the following committee: Mrs. Arthur F. Elwell rep- 
resenting Buxton Grange; Mr. P. S. Brooks represent- 
ing the High School Alumni Association; Mrs. D. M. 
Hutchinson representing the Teachers’ Club; Mr. H. 
F. Hutchinson representing the School Committee; 
and Superintendent Charles L. Clement. The judges 
especially commended the schools on the improve- 
ment Over previous years. 

_ In addition to the exhibits a program consisting 
of a spelling match, songs, recitations, etc., was given, 
which added much to the success of the day. 

The necessary funds besides the appropriation 
from the Town were given by the above named or- 
ganizations and a few individual contributors. The 
appropriation from the Town was spent in providing 
school prizes consisting of books for school libraries, 
microscopes, maps and other materials helpful in 
school work. It is hoped that the town will continue 
this appropriation for another year. 

The next fair will come on Monday, June 16, at 
the new High School building and will be under the 
same management as last year. It is hoped that the 
citizens generally will avail themselves of this op- 
portunity of seeing the kind of work their schools 
are doing. 

Text Books. 

The money expended for text books has been 
largely to replace worn out books. 

The Latin grammars being in bad condition have 
been exchanged for new ones. Books have been pro- 
vided for the new agricultural course. In the fourth 
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grade a new “Home Geography” has been introduced. 
_ This is simpler and better adapted to the work of this 
grade than the “First Steps” which can now be used 
in the higher grades. For supplementary work in 
Geography the “Around the World” series is being 
introduced. This series gives in attractive form many 
interesting facts relating to the work in geography, 
and can be used as supplementary reading. In the 
sixth and seventh grades “American Beginnings in 
Kurope” is being introduced as supplementary work 
in History. This is proving very interesting to the 
classes which are using it and gives them a good 
foundation for American history. Smith’s Arithme- 
tics are gradually being replaced by the Wentworth- 
Smith series. The Health Leaflets provided by the 
State Board of Health are being used as supplement- 
ary reading. I[t is hoped that parents will encourage 
their children to keep files of these leaflets, as they 
contain much valuable information. 

With a part of the appropriation for School Sup- 
plies four new complete charts have been put in the 
schools. These are proving very helpful to the teach- 
ers in their work, and it is hoped that this appropria- 
tion will be continued so that the remaining schools 
may be provided with them. 


Entrance to Common Schools. 


It has been customary for pupils to enter at any 


time thus often forming several new classes in one 


year. To remedy this the School Gommittee voted to ~ 


instruct the teachers to form no new classes after the 
beginning of the fall term. This does not hinder any 
who may have had home instruction and are capable 


of doing the work of classes already formed, from en- 


tering as before. 


Manual Training and Domestic Science. 
The training of boys and girls along these lines

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is important and is receiving more attention each 
year. Many towns are taking advantage of the offer 
of the State to pay two-thirds of the cost of instruc- 
tion in these courses and also in agriculture. In our 
new buildings we have room for these courses and 
they could be introduced and maintained at small ex- 
pense. It is hoped that the town may _ provide for 
them in the near future. | 
Consolidation. 

The Bar Mills, Scribner and Lower Corner schools 
have been discontinued by vote of the Town and 
united to form the Bar Mills Graded School in the new 
building. In the new school there are 93 pupils as 
follows: 36 Primary; 30 Intermediate; 27 Grammar. 
The work of this school is starting in well and I be- 
lieve results will prove to be far ahead of those under 
the old system. Is is a question which parents in 
other districts should carefully consider, whether 
their children would not make enough better pro- 
gress in the consolidated school to pay for the extra 
distance of reaching it. I believe that when parents 
see for themselves the greater progress possible for 
their children they will not be willing for them to re- 
main in the one room schools. 

New Buildings. 

The Town of Buxton has just reason to be proud 
of its new buildings. No town of its size in the state 
can boast of better, and few have as good. While the 
expense has been more than was anticipated the 
buildings are ample for all possible needs and being 
modern in every detail will not need to be remodelled 
for years. 

High School. 

The needs and work of our High School are set 
forth in Principal Lanpher’s report. 

In Mr. Lanpher we have an excellent principal, 
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aman who devotes his entire energy to the advance- 
ment of the school, and who secures more than the 
average amount of work from his pupils. He is ably 
assisted by Miss Libby and Mrs. Lanpher. 

| At the beginning of the fall term it was found 
that we could arrange to introduce an agricultural 
course af small expense. This course is practical and 
is proving very successful. I believe it should be 
continued. ‘ 


Improvement League Work. 


_ The improvement Leagues have been active dur- 
ing the past year. The following is a partial list of 
improvements made. 

The William Clifford Webster League has pur- 
chased a fine teacher’s desk and a bookcase. 


The Bog Mills League has secured a large diction- 
ary, a dictionary stand and a picture. It has also re- 
ceived for its library twenty-five excellent books from 
Mrs. Susan Came Berry. The fact that the League 
had started a library and was working to increase it, 
was what induced Mrs. Berry to help them. 


The West Buxton League has’ secured a fine 
organ and paid $10.00 towards new blackboards. 

The Shadigee League has secured a _ clock 
besides earning $6.00 to increase its library. 

The Buxton Center League has purchased a set 
of wands for calisthenics. 

In behalf of the Town I wish to thank the Buxton 
Grange for the use of its library which is free to the 
schools; Dr. A. G. Wiley for the gift of an excellent 
set of encyclopedias for the High School; Mrs. Susan 
Came Berry for the gift of twenty-five well selected 
books to the Bog Mills School library; the High School 
Alumni Association, Buxton Grange and Teachers’ 
Club for their financial support of the Boys and Girls 
Fair; and all who, by their interest and co-operation, 
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have aided in any way the advancement of our 
schools. 


Personally I wish to thank the Committee and 


. citizens in general for the hearty support accorded 
me in the work for the schools.

Average annual salary paid Common _ school 
teachers, $315.50. The average for the entire state is 
$270. While this is a good comparative showing we 
should take into consideration the large number of 
towns still employing untrained teachers at very 
small salaries. To keep up with the more progressive . 
towns there is need of still further increase of sala- 
ries in cases where the teachers, by their faithful 
work, are deserving. In general I believe that towns 
are willing to pay the salaries necessary to retain 
efficient teachers. 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. | 


——— 


To the Citizens of Buxton: 


In accordance with the vote of the Town and act- 
ing jointly with the Building Committee, the High 
School building at Buxton Center and the graded 
school building at Bar Mills have been built. With 
ample: play grounds, a thorough system of ventila- 
tion, proper lighting, steam heat, excellent water sup- 
ply, modern sanitary arrangements and equipment - 
these are buildings of which every citizen should 
be proud. 

In the basement of each are two play rooms, 
lavatories, drinking fountains, flush closets and a fur- 
nace room. In‘the hallways ample provision is made 
for wraps. The rooms in each building have adjoin- 
ing them closets for books and apparatus. The attics 
are so arranged that they can be Seatie at any time 
for additional rooms or halls. 


The Perry Water System has been installed in - 
each building. One great advantage of this system 
is that the water comes direct from the well, forced 
by a pump which is operated by compressed air. 


In each playground there are nearly two acres 
of land. This feature will be greatly appreciated, 
not only by the pupils, but also by those living near. 


On the first floor of the High School’ building 
there are three rooms, one for the common school, 
one for a recitation room for the High Schoo] and 
one for a library. On the second floor are the High 
School assembly room, laboratory, recitation ' room, 
teachers’ room and girls’ dressing room. It is ex- 
pected that this building will be completed in time 
for the spring term. 
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On the first floor of the Bar Mills building are two 
rooms and on the second floor, in addition to the two 
rooms, a teachers’ room. This building was complet- 
ed in season for the last nine weeks of the winter 
term and the school is now in session. Teachers, 
pupils and parents are pleased, not only with the 
building, but also with the excellent progress being 
made in the school work. 


The cost of these buildings has been more than 
was anticipated. Your Committee carefully consid- 
ered every detail of each building, profiting by the 
experience of those who had built similar buildings 
in other places. The requirements of the State re- 
garding lighting, space for each pupil, ventilation, 
etc., have made considerable expense. Hot air 
furnaces or stoves could have been installed at much 
less expense than steam heat, but these are not satis- 
factory, and in a few years would have had to be re- 
placed by steam heat as has been done in neighbor- 
ing towns at much greater expense than to have in- 
stalled it when the building was built. Less expen- 
sive water systems might have been put in, or base- 
ments dispensed with, but the Committee believed 
that the majority of the voters . wanted _ first-class 
modern buildings such as would not need to be re- 
modelled in a few years. They believe that when 
the buildings are inspected by the citizens that they 
will be found to be satisfactory in every respect. The 
Committee regret the necessity of making the cost 
more than was at first voted, but feel that the money 
has been well spent. The fact that these buildings 
will make property in all sections of the town more 
desirable and therefore more valuable should be 
taken into consideration. 


Much credit is° due the contractors, Messrs. 


Googins and Nason, for the thorough manner in 
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which every part of the work has been executed, also 
to Mr. Vance L. Porter, the architect, under whose 
supervision the work has been done. 


Repairs. 


The last of the old home-made wooden desks in 
use in town were at Duck Pond, and these have been 
replaced by new modern desks. This change has im- 
proved the appearance of the room and added much 
to the comfort of the pupils. 


The Bog Milis and Chicopee buildings have each 
received a new coat of paint. 


The “Smith Heating and Ventilating System” 
which was installed at Bog Mills last year is proving 
very satisfactory and should be installed as soon as 
possible in the other one room buildings. 


The desks at Dearborn’s Hill are in poor condi- 
tion. Complaint has also been made regarding those 
at West Buxton. Both should be replaced. The West 
Buxton building also needs more light and should be 
painted, 


Another need of each of the one room schools 
is a well. At present water is procured from those 
living near the schoolhouses often at considerable in- 
convenience. The cost of wells would not be large 
and they should be provided. 


School Consolidation. 


The Dearborn’s Hill and Duck Pond buildings are 
small and unfit for school purposes. It is a question 
whether it would not be better to consolidate these 
schools with Buxton Center and make a graded school 
with two teachers. The cost of one teacher and heat- 
ing and repair of two buildings ought to provide trans- 
portation. If the parents in these districts could see 
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the advantages of the larger graded school they 
would be willing to have their children go a little 
further to get these advantages.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF BUXTON HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Gom- 
mittee and the Citizens of Buxton: 


I beg to submit a report on the condition of Bux- 
ton High School, together with a brief outline of the 
work being done. 

I believe that our students, almost without excep- 
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tion, are making good progress and are interested in 
their work. I know you will agree with me, when I[ say 
that the efficiency of any school necessarily depends 
upon the progress and standing of its students. So 
Iam glad to state that during the fall term only three 
failed to obtain passing rank in all subjects, and dur- 
ing the winter term the number failing to do so will 
be even smaller. In making the above statement, I 
wish to emphasize that those who obtained passing 
rank really deserved it by work accomplished. 


You will also agree wiith me that in order for. 


the best work to be done in any school a good atten- 
dance must be maintained. For the fall term with a 
total registration of forty our average was_ thirty- 
eight, there being fifteen pupils not absent a_ single 
half day. The attendance for the winter term has 
been nearly as good. 


Beginning this year we are offering three courses, 
College Preparatory, English and Agricultural. We 
are striving to make each of these conform to the 
needs of the students taking it. 

In our college preparatory course we are actually 
fitting young men and women for college. All our 
graduates in this course will be admitted to the Uni- 
versity of Maine and other colleges without exam- 
inations. : | 

The English course is designed for general cul- 
ture. Graduates in this course will be accepted with- 
out question by any of the State Normal schools and 
by the colleges for certain lines of work. The Maine 
Normal schools no longer admit students who have 
not completed the work of the High School. 


The Agricultural course coincides with the Eng- 
lish course except for one recitation period a day for 
each of the four classes. As this course was started 
at the beginning of this year, there is now only one 
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class taking an agricultural subject. There are fif- 
teen students in this class, reciting five thirty-seven 
minute periods a week. The following are the 
‘strictly agricultural subjects we purpose to take up: 
first year, soil study and field crops; second year, bot- 
any and school gardening; third year, biology and 
animal husbandry; fourth year, rural economy and 
farm management. All -the subjects in this course 
are planned in accordance with the methods now used 
in the best high schools. For those students in rural 
communities, such as this, who are unable or do not 
desire to continue their studies further than the high 
school, some special study along agricultural lines 
cannot fail to be beneficial, not only to the individual 
but in bringing about an addition to the wealth of the 
state and nation in a more highly trained generation 
of farmers. Also for those who become interested in 
this-work as a science it will serve as an excellent 
preparation for advanced ‘schools of Apriculure. UE 
sincerely believe that this course, when once well in- 
augurated, will be of great benefit to many. As soon 
as practicable a course in domestic science should al- 
so be instituted here. These two courses will then 
have a common object, that of dignifying farm labor 
and teaching our boys and girls those industries 
which mean better farm homes. 

The school activities outside of the regular work 
are being well kept up, without being allowed to over- 
shadow the more important things. 

We have two debating societies this year and 
many interesting and profitable meetings have been 
held. The students take considerable interest in these 
and have derived much noticeable benefit from them. 

Our reading table is supplied with twenty-two of 
the best periodicals. The teachers make use of these 
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in the regular class work as far as possible. We en- 
deavor to train our students for American citizenship 
and not for that of ancient Rome. 


Some additions have been made to our school 
library. since last year. The expense of this as well 
as of the papers and magazines for the reading table 
has been met largely with the money which the stu- 
dents have themselves earned in caring for the school 
building. They have done this cheerfully and well 
although the task involved considerable labor and 
inconvenience. A good set of encyclopedias, consist- 
ing of fifteen volumes, have also been added to the 
library. These were very generously donated by Dr. 
A. G. Wiley. 


Some time has also been devoted to other activi- 
ties such as entertainments, socials and the publish- 
ing of “The Crescent,” which will soon be issued. 

I desire in behalf of the students of the High 
School to thank the citizens of the town for the splen- 
did new building now so nearly completed. It 
is a magnificient testimonial to the town’s public 
spirit. With this building and all of its conveniences 
so soon available, 1 can foresee only the brightest 
future for Buxton High School, a future full of ad- 
vantages and rich in schioven cay 


In closing I would express my thanks to all good 
friends of the school who have helped us in our work 
this year, and especially to the Superintendent of 
Schools who has kept closely in touch with the school 
and its needs and has been ready at all times with 
counsel and assistance; also to the members of the 
Superintending School Committee who have aided in 
every way possible.
